The Importallon of residual oil continued 
unabated in 1957 at the previous year's rate. 
There has been no reduction in its flow since 
19.54 when the Cabinet Committee on Energy 
Rc.sources found that the volume of residual 
oil imports was a serious threat to domestic 
industry and national defense. 

Still another threat to Kentucky's bitg- 
minous coal Industry are proposals to impoil 
natural gas from Canada to the Upper Midwest, 
where it would displace coal produced by som* 
of the Blufgrasa State’s 37,000 miners. 

Kentucky baa more coal mines, about 2,000 
than any state in the nation. Two-thirds of them 
produce less than 10,000 tons a year each, 
while more than half the atate's production 
comes from about 80 big mines. Underground 
mines produce mere than 78 per cent of Ken- 
tucky coal, strip operations 22 per cent and the 
real comes from auger mines.

set out. 

The A. S. C. office In Hazard 
is the agency responsible for 
paying for the setting of these 
tree seedlings. 

They are set up to pay $16 00 
per acre for setting tree seedf 
ings. The Kentucky State Divi- 
1 sion of Fore.stry has seedlings 
to sell for $7 per 1000 (the num- 
ber required to set an acre), for 
pine, locus, poplar, oak, and 
walnut: and $10 00 per 1000 for 
scotch pine. This would leave 
$9 per 1000 for getting the 
seedlings set. 

In order to qualify for this 
payyment, if you plan cn sett- 
ing tree seedlings, you must 
sign up at the A. S. C. office.
